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COLONIAL NEWS 



CANADA. 

The Hon. C. C. S. DeBleiiry died lately in 
Montreal, llo was well known ns one of the 
oldest members of the Lower Canadian Bar, 
having been admitted in 1619. 

An Amerieun company ate negotiating with 
Mr. Davics, the proprietor of the Acton copper 
mines, for the purchase of that property. Mr. 
Davies asks SIIUO.OOO. and the company have 
offered a sum not far from that amount. 

In censci|uence ol the additional excise 
duty of $1 per barrel on beer, now required 
to.be paid to the Government, Canadian brew- 
ers have resolved to raise the price on that 
beverage. 

Mr. T. U. McLean, of Enniskillen, C. W., 
has just struck what ho calls the Leviathan 
oil well near his refinery in that place. The 
estimate yield is about '10(10 bbls per day. 

William Uartlelt, one of the councillors of 
East Whitby, lately committed scicido by 
hanging himself in his own barn. Mental 
despondency was alleged to be the cause. 

A farmer named Louis Bousqtiin died re- 
cently in the township of King soy ( Artha- 
baska) at the advanced age of 100 years. Not- 
withstanding his great age, he retained his 
mental faculties to the last. 

The Hon. L. 1L Helton has been elected by 
acclamation lot the Victoria Division of the 
Legislative Council. .Mr. MoCrue is the suc- 
cessful candidate of the Western Division by 
quito a majority over his opponent, Mr. Prince. 

The Bank ol .Montreal has decided to estab- 
lish agencies in the following towns : St. 
Mary's, Elora, Fergus, and .Mount Forrest — a 
judicious sclcctiou of places in which to ex- 
tend basilicas. 

A Mr. Crier, in the employment of Swin- 
burne <fc (Jo., of Montre.il, was arrested on a 
charge of embezzlement in Cornwall, whither 
lie had absconded, but upon examination was 
discharged. 

The Commissioners on the Ottawa building 
hare thus far examined nine witnesses, whose 
evidence covers three hundred foolscap pages. 
It is thought the labors of the Commission 
will soon terminate. 

Col. Lysous has been appointed Deputy 
Quarter-Muster General, in lieu of Colonel 
McKenzic, and will shortly take up his quar- 
ters in Montreal. 

Quite an e.xcitemaut has been created lately 
iu Duudas, on account of several bodies hav- 
ing been stolen from the comctry for dissection. 

Mr. Leonard, of London, C. \V., has been 
elected member ol the Legislative Couucil for 
the Malahide Division by a majority of 21S 
over Mr. Lecher, the Conservative candidate. 

The Megoera has sailed fiom Woolwich with 
the fourth, fifth and sixth batteries of the 15th 
brigade, Royal Artillery, lor Halifax and Can- 
ada. The same vessel has a large freight of 
war stores. 

The ship Alma, from China, with a large 
cargo of teas for Buchanan, Harris & Co., 
had arrivee 1 at Quebec. She is the last ves- 
sel of the season of 18(12. 

The simple discussion of the subject of Ca- 
nadian selfdelence is said to have caused a de- 
preciation ol Canadian securities equal to 
51000,000. 

The Governor-Genera), Viscount Monek, lias 
been visiting the Upper Province. He lelt 
Quebec on the 15th ult., accompanied by Lord 
Mulgravc, and was to arrive in Toronto iu 
time to inspect the Provincial Exhibition. 
He was also expected iu other places, the 
furlherest western point being London. 

Another military murder has been com- 
mitted nt Quebeci making the third which lias 
been perpetrated within a short time. A por- 
tion of the 1 7 tli regiment were on parade, 
when private Patrick Tynan suddenly raised 
his rifle and fired at sergeant William Ryall, 
killing him instantly. No cause whatever is 
assigned for the fatal deed. 

The Canada Gazelle announces the localities 
to which the Drill instructors who have re- 
cently come out from England are to be sent. 
Three infantry instructors are sent to Toronto. 

The markets are dull at present (Sept. 1st) 
in Canada, and prices show a downward ten- 
dency. Pall wheat was quoted in Toronto at 
00(n)98c, and spring at 80(o S(ic. 

Meetings are being held throughout 
Canada lor the purpose of raising money to 
assist in alleviating the distress in the 
manufacturing districts of Great liritain. 
At a meeting iu Montreal S10.UO0 were sub- 
scribed on the spot, and it is expected that 
the amount raised will reach $50,000. To- 
ronto, Guolph, and other places wcie also 
moving iu the matter. 

NEW BltUNSM ICK AND NOVA SCOTIA.

No Money. No Justice. 

We ^¥ere always of the idea that the 
administration of justice was an object of the 
highest importance to the public, anil that the 
question of its cost was ouo of a secondary 
nature. It would seem, however, that our 
Polico Commissioner entertains quite a differ- 
ent opinion on the subject. 1( one were to 
judge from appearances, one would s;>y that 
Mr. Pemberton's idea is that ho is not obliged 
to entertain any charge of a criminal nature 
against an offending individual nnlesa the ex- 
penses be guaranteed before hand. 11 is motto 
would seem to be no trust here !" "Let jus- 
tice be done, though the heavens should fall," 
was the saying of a period less enlightened 
than ours. It would seem, however, that as 
the world grows older and wiser, that maxim 
can no longer bo entertained, la some coun- 
tries they are still foolish enough to adhere to 
the old idua ; where, if a man is charged with 
a crime, he is compelled to appear and answer 
for it, be the complainant rich or poor. Xo 
criminal is suffered to escape through the in- 
ability of the prosecutor to pay costs. There 
the strong arm of the law does not require 
dollars and cents to put it in motion ; the 
public pay (or the administration of justice, 
and they leave it IVce to all il necessary. 
Here, however, a man may be kicked and 
cuffed by any brutal ruffian, aud if he is too 
poor to pay the price of a summons or war- 
rant, he has no redress. Is il for that the 
Colony pays to support a stipendiary magis- 
trate ? Is that institution a speculation which 
must be made to pay at all events ! Is the 
miserable style of false economy which per- 
Tsdes our mail system to be extended to the 
administration of justice '.' Wo hope we 
shall not have to chronicle another instance 
oT the denial of redress such as that mentioned 
in our local columns to-day. We expect some- 
thing better in a British Colony.

English News. 

By the arrival or the steamer Sierra Ne- 
vada wc have details of English news to Sep- 
tember Gth, being one week later than the lust. 

We perceive that Ucr Majesty, by an order 
in Council, has authorised Horatio Nelson 
Lay and Captain Sherard Osborn to enter the 
service of the Emperor of China and to enlist 
British subjects to tight in that country. Mr. 
Lay, who represents the Chinese Government 
in England, and dipt. Osborn, who is to be 
Commander-in-chief af the new au.vilary forces, 
are making arrangements tor the formation of 
ti fleet. Quite a Dumber of war vessels have 
already been purchased by litem and orders 
given lor more. The International Temper- 
ance Convention had commenced its sittings 
at Hanover square Rooms, London, under the 
presidency of Sir 'Walter C. Tievelyan. The 
plan of tha convention is very much like that 
of the Social Science Congress. The South 
Australian Parliament having addressed the 
Imperial Government, praying the dismissal of 
Judge Boothbry for erroneous decisions, it was 
submitted to the law officers of the Grown, 
who considered, taking all circumstances into 
consideration, that the Crown would nut bo 
well advised to accede to the address. A Liv- 
erpool ship owner, named Buxton, has been 
committed lor trial, charged with being ac- 
cessory to the wilful destruction of one of his 
own vessels, w.th the intention of defrauding 
the underwriters. The vessel, which was called 
the Itoscdc, was destroyed by lire, according 
to his orders, when within a few miles of 
Smyrna. From the Manchester Guardian we 
learn that Miss M. S. live, so well known in 
connection with the Female Middle Class Emi- 
gration Society is now endeavoring to send 
out to British Columbia a number of those 
young women who have recently been thrown 
out of employment in .Manchester. She has 
now upon her books over a thousand names of 
young women, principally of the working 
classes, whose ages range from 18 to '.10. The 
ordinary passage-money to British Columbia 
is £25. Mr. Lindsay, M. F. has consented to 
reduce the laic by £5 each of .Miss Bye's 
nominees, and lias also arranged that if Miss 
Bye will pay £10 for each young woman she 
sends he will take an I. 0. U. from the girl 
herself for the remainder. Miss Bye had, in 
consequence, determined if possible, to send 
fifty young women from .Manchester to 
British Columbia on the 15th September. 
An Agriculturist who has travelled through 
the country, writing to the 'limes, says, in 
speaking of the crops, " my opinion as to the 
general produce of ibis harvest in England 
is that we shall have a wheat crop from six 
to eight bushels por acre below an average, 
and of a shrivelled and inferior quality ; 
barley, ten bushels below an average; oats, 
from foiu to six bushels; potatoes ten to 
twenty p,;r cent, above nn average; and less 
disease by fifty per ceni. than lust year." Ac- 
cording to the European Times, the imports 
of wheat into the United Kingdom up to 
the end of July was -1,513,321 quarters, show- 
ing an excess of about 3A per cent, over the 
extraordinary importation of the correspond- 
ing period of last year, and of mora than 137 
per cent, over those of the same month of 
1860. Since the end of July ihe arrivals 
from America have oontinuod to be of re- 
markable magnitude, and will prepare the 
country to meet the deficiency of tho har- 
vest crop. Tho cotton famine continues to 
be an all absorbing topic in England. 
Nothing gives one so striking an idea of its 
alarming magnitude as tho report made 
by tho Birmingham deputation, who wero 
sent into the cottuu districts to make inqui- 
ries. They calculate that the diminution of 
wages in tho distressed districts during ihd 
coming winter months will he at least 
£ 1,50,000 a week; and they state that when 
the distress has reached iis height it will 
require advances at the rate of X 100,000 a 
week to keep the population from starving. 
Tho Lords of the Admiralty intend to abolish 
the full dress uniform al present worn by lire 
officers of the navy and sub.siiuite in it.-, 
stead a neat tunic. Home politics attract 
little attention, all parties have pretty well 
delivered themselves during the last session, 
and are now enjoying a season of rewl. 
Earl Derby and his sou Lord Stanley have 
boon assisting tho Prostoniansin their Guild- 
week festivities, while Mr. Gladstone it was 
announced was to attend the Newcastle* ou- 
Tyno banquet given in his honor.

Police Court 



Wednesday, October 2'_M. 

Alexander Brown was charged by officer 
Robertson with supplying liquor to an Indian. 
The prisoner had been observed to receive 
something from the Indian after a short con- 
versation, enter u liquor saloon, purchase a 
bottle, and give it to the Indian. 

The prisoner pleaded guilty, but said that he 
had only been seven days in Victoria since 
his return from Cariboo, and having arrived 
from Now Zealand this season, he was un- 
aware of the local law. lie had received no 
benefit Irani the act, but was just fool enough 
to oblige the Indian. 

The magistrate cross-questioned him, with 
the view of ascertaining the truth of his state- 
ment, and then stated that he felt convinced 
of its correctness, though for the vindication of 
the law he must impose a penalty upon him. 
Fined, £5 ; in default of payment to sudor oue 
month's imprisonment with hard labor. 

Edward Lap.lbe, arrested on a warrant by 
officer l)c Cecil oil Tuesday, was charged by 
Samuel Raymond with having violently as- 
saulted him. Mr. Ueuncs appeared for the 
prosecution. 

The complainant being sworn, snitl that the 
prisoner eutoied his saloon, applying to him 
an offensiva epittiet, and struck him across 
the counter ; ho ordered him out, upon which 
the prisoner drew a knife and came towards 
him, saying ho would "out his heart out." 
He then knocked him down, but the pris- 
oner getting up to pursue him, lie ran out of 
Iho house, while two bystanders restrained 
the prisoner from further violence. The 
prisoner afterwards had threatened to lay in 
wait for him, and had been seen by another 
lodger to load ;i revolver, so that ho (com- 
plainant) had feared to return to tho house 
that night, believing that his life was in 
dinger. 

The prisoner pleaded guilty, but said that 
he was drunk at the time tho offence was 
committed. 

The Magistrate accordingly fined him .£5 
for the assault, arid ordered him to furnish 
his own recognizance of £-20, and levo 
securities in £10 each, to keep the peace for 
three months. 

Justice and tub 1'ooh Max. — On Tuesday 
afternoou application was made to the Police 
Magistrate for a warrant for the arrest of the 
second mate of the Sierra Nevada for an al- 
leged assault, but Mr. Pcmberton declined to 
issue one without the payment of a Ice of 
S3 . r >0, or the complainant furnishing security 
for his appearance to prosecute. This the 
applicant was unable to procure, so that he 
was virtually denied the boasted protection 
that our laws confer upou all classes. Tho 
following arc the facts sworn to in his infor- 
mation :— He, Thomas Burred, was assisting 
to discharge the freight, when, in throwing a 
line, ho accidentally struck tho second mate, 
who was standing between decks, on the head 
with the rope. The mate looked up and swore 
at him, upon which he apologized, stating his 
regret at the occurrence of the accident. He 
was, however, ordered ou shore, and as he 
turned to leave, the second mate kicked him. 
He turned round and dared him to repeat the 
attack on shore. The second mate accordingly 
saized a hammer, with which he knocked life 
complainant down from behind. Jliu teeth 
were all loosened, but he believed this to result 
from a kick while he was down) not from a 
blow of the hammer. He was not aware ol 
the assaulter's name, but ottered to point him 
out to a police officer. Yet, as we stated be- 
fore, no warrant was issued for the want ol 
§3 50 wherewith to pay the costs. 

The " Asmmokk." — The prosccutiou against 
the captain of this vessel came up on a fresh 
summons in the Police Court yesterday morn- 
ing, on the information of Mr. Wooton, tho 
Harbormaster, who charged the defendant 
with brenches of the 2Glh, 35th. and C2d sec- 
tions of the Passenger Act, 1855. Tho com- 
plaints embrace deficiency of light and venti- 
lation, departure from the dietary scale, and 
selling liquors to the steerage passengers. 
Mr. Drake appeared for the prosecution, and 
Mr. Bishop lor the defence. Jlelure Uin case 
was gone into, the magistrate stated that he 
was favorable to such matters being settled 
out of court if possible. Tho counsel, after 
conferring lor a quarter of an hour, agreed to 
submit the case to arbitration, and the sum- 
mons was accordingly postponed lor tho pres- 
ent. Twenty-nine names are appended to the 
list of passengers seeking compensation. 


Yai.e Roads.— While tho Coventor was at 
Yule, a proposition was made to him to have 
a road constructed from Emory's Bar to Yale, 
a distance of four miles. The Governor was 
favorably impressed with the project ; and it 
is supposed that a call will be made for ten- 
ders to complete it. Tho rock at .Sawmill 
Riffle is to be blasted. In three weeks the 
road around the bluff above Yule will be com- 
pleted. When the contracts of Truteh and 
of Spencc and a suspension bridge across the 
Fraser 2 miles above the ferry, when all arc com- 
pleted, as they will be by next spring, a wagon 
may bo driven from Yale to Lyttuti. A rumor 
has it that the forfeited road contract of Op- 
penheimer it Co. will be awarded to Moberly, 
in connection with Messrs. Truteh and Spence. 
Tho workmen on the road have lost nothing 
by Oppeiiheimer decamping. 

Tub Theatbb. — A change of management 
hits been made at the theatre, Mr. John S. 
Potter being now acting and stage manager. 
To-night will be the first of the regular dru- 
mutic season, and the company having been 
re-organized and enlarged, a great improve- 
ment is promised. Miss Lulu Sweet, the popu- 
lar young actress, will again appear before iho 
public, and will take a benefit. Mr. B. S. 
Mortimer, an old favorite in Victoria, will 
also appear for tho first time this season. Tho 
comedy of the " Honey Moon" and the farce of 
tho " Spectre Bridegroom," will be performed, 
and popular songs and fancy dances will be 
interspersed. Altogether a most attractive 
bill will be given, and we would advise every 
one to go who can. 

SuitoiCAi- — Mr. Sweeney, a relumed 
Cariboo miner, while travelling from Antler 
to Williams Greek, some four months ago, in 
c rossing a log on the trail, slipped his foot 
and foil, wounding us he thought only the, 
muscles of the inner side of the thigh. 
After much suffering the wound closed, 
with the excoption of an orifice largo onough 
to introduce a small probe. Tho case was 
submitted to Dr. Black yesterday and after 
careful examination a foreign body was tlc- 
leotod ; and after a skillfully performed ope- 
ration, nix pieces of wood, tho largest an 
inch long, nud half an inch broad, were 
found imbedded noarly two inches doop in 
Iho muscles of the inner side of the Ihigli, 
The patient is doing well.

MIMING NEWS. 

LlGHTNI.Ntl CREEK. 

A reliable gentleman recently from Light- 
ning Creek, which he left on the 7th Oct., 
informs us that only four companies were 
at work when ho left ; the Gorman Co., Cali- 
fornia Co., Campbell Co., and the Shaft Co. 
The latter is supposed to be the best claim 
on the creek. The shaft from which it 
takes its name is sunk 3o feet in the side of 
the hill. With threo man drifting they havo 
taken out 130 oz, iu a day ; but about 1U0 oz. 
is a fair aviirugo of their work. The Cali- 
fornia Co. has struck the same lead by run- 
ning a tunnel into the hill from their creek 
claim — the bed of the creek. They took out 
a lump weighing \A)4 Q». The German Co. 
has boon working ever since spring in this 
creok. It is supposed they averaged 40 oz. 
per day. Tho Campbell Co. have worked 
out tho poorest of thoii ground ; but next year 

they BA'poot it to pay as well as any claim I ?» 'ha b'lst of January and tho Mist of July 
iu Cariboo. They know it is rich beyond it 
doubt. It averaged about 70 or., a day from 
the 5th July to liie lime our informant left. 
Over 8100,000 has been taken mil of this 
claim iu three ntt>i>t -• - ~ I.,.- cxpenso of 1 
opening it ibis 3 o,,r has been 825, 1 
000, so there will be no oxpenso for opening j 
next spring. 

Good bench eiiggings were discovered 
about tho middle of September on the hill's 
side above the Campbell Company. It is I 
on the opposite side from the Shaft Coin- I 
pany, but further down. They prospect well 
Irom 50 cents to 55 iu the gravel. It is 
supposed to bo the old bed of a creek. The 
hooch is about 200 feet above iho level of 
the bed of the creek. That shows there is 
no danger of the country wearing cnit. 

Any ono may take a pan and find the 
color of gold anywhere in ihc hill side of 
Lightning Creek.

Iu the 
raso of duties, the importer hau to pay cash or 
submit to his goods being bonded befoie they could 
be sold ; by the tax on sales, however, the im- 
porter was only called upon to pay the duty after 
converting his merchandise into cash. fly pur- 
suing this By stem the chief vices of the oustoin 
house system would be avoided. Hitherto tho 
revenue hail been collected iu a cheese-paring 
sort of way. Should wc continue on with the present 
pauper-like condition of the Treasury ? If it did 
interfere) with the b'reo l'ort system, the imposition 
was small — it would not be Kit— and yet be adding 
a *teady and increasing revenue to the Colony that 
would oust no trouble to collect. Goods imported 
by the merchants had hitherto paid towards the 
revenue, but consigned goods had escaped. Meas- 
ures must be taken to increase the revenue of the 
Colony. 

Mr.' Burnaby begged to state that every mer- 
chant bad hitherto returned and paid the tax upon 
his business transactions, including consigned

The Ma- 
jor is very modes! about tho claims of his 
company. They own 10,000 square feet — 
ton years work ahead. S1000 has been taken 
from live feet square on the bed rock. He 
is washing from the piospect shaft, nud has 
run drills in various directions. Only half 
of ono claim, 100 feet, has been worked this 
year. Hut to convey a lively idea of the 
elaim, the Major assures us that two picks a 
'•'shift" turn out ^fS00 — in other words, as the 
work is pushed on night and day — tho 
twenty-four hours would turn out 81000.

This proposition of Mr. Gary's was tanta- 
mount to an acknowledgement that the Free Port 
system had proved a failure. The Government 
was altogether too expensive. If iu paying a tax 
upon the consigned merchandize, hitherto mer- 
chants had been in error, surely at this time it was 
very imprudent of the learned gentleman to hazard 
an "opinion. With respect to the tax being im- 
posed upou good: tor kale by auction, ho diil not 
see any valid objection, 

Mr. Cary then acknowledged that he had com 
mitted an error in the proposed lax. His object 
had been to tax the man not the goods. He in- 
tondep not to devote the additional revenue to the 
Government but to the rendering tho resources 
of the colony available. The colony hud hitherto 
owed more to Providence than any other countrr 
he had heard of. lie wished soon to have money 
w ith which to subsidise a steamer to visit the coast 
settlements. 1 Hear, hear. ) 

Mr. Foster said bo had frequently heard Mr. 
Cary declare that if Vancouver Island ever attained 
greatness it would owe its elevation to the Frre 
l'ort system. He was therefore astonished at the 
proposition for encroachment just enunciated, 
lie agreed, hitherto the colony hsd almost been 
left to providence, but did not approve of such 
negligence. lie regretted thu Government did 
not possess the e-ontience of the House. He then 
alluded to the circumstance of government taking 
advantage of the mistake of tho merchants by ac- 
cepting the return including consigned merchan- 
dise which he considered almost a swindle. 

Mr. Cary thought this expression uncalled for. 
He was not aware until just now of the fact. Ter- 
tians even now it could not be proved.

To-day everybody has been 
to see a race for $300 a side, between one of the 
Lillooct "cracks" and aa up country horse, in 
which the latter came oft* victorious. 

Our regular fall races aro advertised as coming 1 
off this week. 

Notwithstanding the immense quantities of gold 
coming down— horses packed with gold and noth- 
ing else, reminding me of the mule-packs of silver 
in Lima— there aro no robberies committed; in 
taut, the road is "all serene," and so mote it bo.
